(ABB) while a displaced person in Europe about 1947 to 1946. Also that 
at t&zkt tine he hid been president of the Rationalities Council of ABN, but 
had ceased membership after cosing to the BMterf States. Subject stated 
that while the AW*ls definitely anti-CoBsatmist, he no longer shares their 
viewpoint and policy as to the best way to bring about Russia's downfall, 
and feels that ABN is presently a more the or it leal than an active force 
against OornunisA,
